I t was possible some time early in 
1902 that Superintendent McChesney 
decided to succeed the Hon. John Ca- 
bell Breckinridge Hill as Secretary of 
State, and forthwith began to plan 
hla campaign. To make a anccessfnl 
canvass for such an office it la gener- 
ally necessary to visit each county in 
the State, 119 in number, lor the pur- 
pose ol meeting the conatitncncy, j
